In The Claims 

Please amend claims 1-5, 7, 8, and 10 to read as follows: 


1 . A method of assembling a head gimbal assembly comprising the following steps 
performed in the following order: 

attaching a head/slider having at least one termination pad to a flex circuit having 
at least one electrical lead to produce a head/slider circuited gimbal assembly having at 
least one staticjingle; 

electrically connecting the at least one termination pad of the head/slider to the at 
least one electrical lead of the flex circuit; and 

attaching the head/slider circuited gimbal assembly to a suspension having at least 
one static angle. 
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
